Each child then has to make * 
a great effort to adjust to his or 
her own altered situation. Each 
home must provide an_ under- 
standing and secure harbour in 
which the child can shelter so 
that he or she may venture forth 
again. If you're at, schcol then 
the same child will emerge from 
high school a different person. : 
person with a changed physi- 
cal and physiological structure 
and whose adult pattern of 
emotional and mental. develop- 
ment has already been set. A 
child begins high school but a 
young adult emerges. * The 
quality of the young adult -will 
depend largely on the quality 
of the home environment that 
has been provided. 


We often hear the statement-— 
“Oh, my children are big 
enough to look after themselves 
now.” In some sense this is true, 
but only in very small matters. 
Parents sometimes confuse ‘big 
enough’ with “mature enough.” 
Whilst the children may cer- 
tainly be as “big as some 
adults who can look after them- 
selves very few are mature 
enough. t 


The child of course does see 
himself as “big” enough and all 
our experience and patience as 
parents are necessary to cepe 
with the many varied problems 
that arise. The parent-child re- 
lationship that has built up over 
the years now changes to an 
adult-adult relationship. —_The |

PARENT-SCHOOL 
RELATIONSHIP 


For those who didn’t read 
the -werds on ihe primary 
School could we agree again 
that the school consists of the 
pupils, staff, parents rather 
than the bricks and mortar. 


If we are prepared to become 
part of the team and accept the 
many opportunities for assist- 
ance then the school becomes a 
more vital place. Our own secon- 
dary schools have many curri. 
cular and extra curricular activi- 
ties and these are very much a 
part of our children’s education. 
Excursions, dramatic work and 
sporting events all give children 
opportunities to part of 
a team, to engage in something 
that is bigger than themselves 
and are thus positive democratic 
citizenship building activities. 


Sometimes we feel the pinch. 
We haven't either the time er 
the finance to participate in such 
and such an activity but it is 
well if we remember that here 
the “‘extra-yard” is most worth- 
while. There are of course the 
routine expenses. February is 
an expensive as well as an ex- 
citing month. We do well- to re- 
member though that the fees 
and levies which the schools 
seek are always set at a mini- 
mum. They are set by the 
teachers, the majority of whom 
are parents themselves—know 
only too well the importance of 
keeping the costs down. 


It seems reasonable to think 
that here in Altona our secondary 
schools are as well known to 
find in any metropolitan area. 
all of us as we could expect to 
We should aim to keep it so and 
as a community be wel! satisfied 
with the secondary education 
provided. 


KEEPING IN TOUCH 


As these lines are wriiten it 
seems difficult to limit the 
extent of each subject. In- 
deed, each aspect alone could 
mere than fill the space avail- 
able. 


One of the hardest things 
probably is to keep “in touch” 
with each emerging generation. 
This is as true now as it was in 
the time of Shakespeare.

In any field 
we care to consider the impor- 
tance of education cannot be too 
heavily stressed. How much use 
our children make of their op- 
portunities, largely depends on 
us. Surely this is a rather 
precious part of our responsibili- 
ties as parent. ~ 


Because of the rich diversity 
of mankind, not all of us will be 
successful in all the things we 
try to do. We can do much 
though to ensure that our chil- 
dren make the most use of their 
individual talents. This they 
can do by learning to live today 
as they will in the future, by 
applying all their energies in- 
telligently to the task at hand 
and by accepting confidently 
and gladly the challenges with 
which living confronts us. 




















































CELEBRATIONS 


Now that the excitement 
end merrymaking of the Christ- 
mos and New Year holidays 
hos passed, civie and sporting 
authorities are turning their at- 
‘tention to preparation for the 
celebrations of Australia Day, 
Friday, January 26.

Social Service For 


Migrants Studied 
STAPOUn nek as Reusne 
SET aB Led 1 I 

The Australian Government 
is studying possibilities of ne- 
gotiating reciprocal agreements 
on social seryices with Euro- 
pean countries. 


This was announced at the 
13th annual State conference 
of the Good Neighbour Council 
of South Australia by the Min- 
ister for Social Services, Mr. 
Sinclair. 


The one-day conference, at- 
tended by more than 350 del- 
egates from most parts of Sth. 
Australia, had as its- theme *So- 
cial Security in Australio‘’. 


Costs and the fact that the 
Australian social services 
system differed from European 
systems were crucial difficulties 
in the way of reciprocal agree- 
ments, Mr. Sinclair said. 


‘The first necessity is to try 
to work out the relative costs 
to the governments concerned. 


‘More Europeans settle per- 
in Australia than 
Australians do in Europe. 


‘This means that the cost to 
the Australian Government 
would be substantially greater 
than it would be for the 
European country with whom 
we might seek to sign a 
reciprocal agreement,’ Mr. 
Sinclair said. 


The second major difficulty 
arose from the fact that the 
Australian social security 
system ‘was non-contributory. 


‘The only element of contri-, 
bution is through our super- 
annuation. schemes and these 
ere not Government-sponsored 
ar Government-controlled’, Mr. 
Sinclair said. 


In most European schemes, 
verying from country to coun- 
try, people-had to make con- 
tributions to social services. 





The chairman of the South 
Australian Aged Cottage 
Homes, Sir Keith Wilson, told 
the conference that Australia 
had the most comprehensive 
social services in the world. 


However, Sie Keith .said 
complaints could be made 
about the means test on entitle- 
ment to widow and age pen- 
sions, 


‘There is no doubt in my 
mind that the means test dis- 
courages thrift and causes dis- 
sipation of capital’, he said. 

‘Capital is saving and any- 
thing that discourages saving is 
bad for the country.’
